Subd. 3. Any legally constituted legal ent i ty , other than a reparation obligor
obligated lo pay benefits under a plan of reparation security or an insurer or employer
obligated to pay benefits under a workers' compensation law. may coordinate any
benefits it is obligated to pay for loss incurred as a result of injury arising out of the
maintenance or use of a motor vehicle with basic economic loss benefits. No eiuiiy may
coordinate benefits pursuant to this subdivision, unless it provides an appropriately
reduced premium rate. The amount of this rate reduction shall be not less than Ihe
amount of the projected reduction in benefits and claims for which the ent i ty will be
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liable on that class of risks, [ess the additional reasonable expenses incurred to administer
the plan coordinating benefits. The projected reduction in benefits and claims shall be
based upon sound actuarial principles.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MINNESOTA:

Section I. Minnesota Statutes 1978, Section 204A.5I. Subdivision 2. is amended to
read:

Subd. 2. COUNTY CANVASS, PRIMARY ELECTION INFORMATION
REQUIRED. The board shall meet at the auditor's office at 10:00 a.m. on or before the
third day after the primary election, take the oath of office, and publicly canvass the
returns of the election made to the county auditor. The board shall complete the canvass
by the evening of (he s ixth day following the election, and it shall for thwi th make the
following report and fi le the same with the county auditor:

(a) A statement for each political party showing the names of all candidates thereof
voted for at the primary election, the number of votes received by each, in each precinct
and in the county, and for what office:

(b) A statement showing the names of .candidates of each political party who are
nominated;

(c) A statement of the total number of persons who voted at the election in the
county, and in each precinct:

(d) A statemenl of the number of persons registering to vote on election day and
the number of persons registered prior to election day: and

(e) A statement of the votes received by each of the nonpartisan candidates in each
precinct in the county and the names of the nonpartisan candidates nominated. If any
candidates receive an equal number of votes for the same nomination, the canvassing
board shall determine the tie by lot. Upon completion of the canvass, the county auditor
shall forthwith certify to the secretary of state the vote, as shown by the report of the
county canvassing board, for ail candidates 10 be voted for in more than one county, and
he shall mail or deliver to each nominee who is to be voted for in his county only, a
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
